GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Executive Orrick, Lucometon, K. T. 
l , January 20, 1860. 
To the Council and House of Representatives : 


GENTLEMEN :—Under the authority of the Organic Act, I have- 
called you together in an ‘‘ Extraordinary Session," being im- 
pelled to do so, by the wants and necessities of the Territory. 
There is a certain amount of Legislation, of a general nature, 
which calls imperiously upon your immediate action; and while- 
important, it need not require a session of greatlength. In a 
few days, closely applied, much can be accomplished—and all, 
that is of a real necessity. 


As to matters generally, I refer you to my Annual Message of ' 


the 9d inst., to which I call your especial attention, as covering 
most of the subjects which I believe absolutely require your leg- 
islative action. 

There being no law passed by the last Legislature, authorizing 
a session of the Supreme Court, it should receive your early at- 
tention, 80 that the Judges may be able to hold a term before the 
Spring circuits begin. The delay to suitors, growing out of this 
oversight, is onerous to them and should at once be corrected. 

I would respectfully submit to you the question, whether legis- 
lation should not be had regarding the County Boards of Super- 
visors, which are the canvassers of election returns. It appears 
from late examination that it is not an unusual practice for the 
County Boards, on canvassing the returns from the several towns 
and precincts, to throw out of the canvass such as they come'to 
the conclusion were deficient in some requirement of the law. 
These Boards not only assume this high and dangerous preroga-- 
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tive of thus changing the result of elections, but they suppress 
the rejected returns altogether, and furnish abstracts to the Ter- 
ritorial (and State)’ ¢anyassers that do not show these facts. 
These County Boards set themselves up as a court of last resort, 
and try cases on the most flimsy and ez parte partisan testimony. 

. If these Boards should think they find authority and good cause 

for thus throwing out a portion of the returns, they should be 
compelled to state such facts, with the votes thrown out, attached 
to the abstract, and certified to, as correct, under their oaths of 
office. This would not only show a true state of facts, but also 
the real vote of the Territory, while under the existing state of 
things there is only shown such amount of votes as these Boards 
choose to count and furnish to the Territorial (or State) canvas- 
sers. Hence the vote of the Territory shows at each election a 
much less vote than is really cast. 
" By this process of depleting the returns, we hear of one or 
more counties in which not much over one half the votes polled 
are returned, and the whole political expression of a populous 
county changed—not by the voters themselves, but by canvass- 
ers, Sitting 1n authority, while the act is hidden under cover of 
abstracts, which do not even allude to the facts. 

The 15th Section of the Act *Regulating Elections, approved 
February 4th, 1859, does not appear to be noticed. Tt reads aa 
follows: **Whenever it shall satisfactorily appear that any person 
has received the highest number of votes for any office, the can- 
vassers shall give to such persons a certificate of his election, 
notwithstanding the provisions of law may not have been fully 
complied with in noticing or conducting the election, so that the 
real will of the people may not be defeated by any informality.” 

Tf the sacred right of voting cannot be preserved in its purity 
and in security, our elections are not only a farce, but the very 
forms are changed in arriving at results, that are crimes deserving 
the severest’ punishment. He that would steal your property 
should not be held in such great detestation, nor sunk to so low 
a depth of infamy as he who would steal away the great birth- 
right of your freedom—that which marks the American citizen, 
however poor he may be in this world’s goods, as greater and 
nobler than the citizens of all other countries. 

- It is folly to talk about ** Jaw and order,” if the law is ad- 
ministered on the principle that *^ might makes right, and jus- 
tice to be thought of only as **a good practical joke," to be 
rung in the ears of those stricken down by the hand of power 
and crime. 

I would call your attention, also, to the fact that Congress 
appropriated money on an estimate for a forty day's session of 
each Territorial Legislature. About one-half of that time has 
already expired, and less than twenty of the forty days remain

as working days. To make the regular and special sessions, ` 
united, eonform to the appropriations, would be an object of 
great importance, and, I hope, will not be overlooked. By 
close application, a great number of laws can, in that time, be 
prepared and passed ; all, in fact, of a general character, that 
are required for the "Territory. Any possible aid which I ean 
give you, in your endeavors to reach so desirable an end, will be 
cheerfully rendered. —— 7 

I fecl the greater anxiety on this subject from the considera- 
tion that there is a possibility, and I might say a great probability, 
that any additional expense, by prolonging this session to more 
than three weeks, may be thrown upon the tax payers of the 
Territory, already borne down with levies for revenue of various 
characters. E 

Onerous taxes and burdensome public debts are driving many 
citizens from the States East of us into the newly settled coun- 
tries farther West, and as Experience is a wholesome teacher, 
let us strive to avoid the error of others, and build for ourselves _ 
a name which will redound to our advantage. 

Capital will not seek investment in our rich. prairies if taxes 
amount to rents and rents approach the full worth of the property. 
‘When Kansas boasts of being a ** free State,” let it be free in- 
deed—free from burdens which render the white man a slave to 
the publie necessities, and a day-laborer to supply the demands 
brought upon him by the improvidence of public servants. 

The report of the Auditor of the Territory, which is prepared 
and ready to be delivered to you, presents some startling facts, 
to which I hope.your attention will be drawn. You will see, by 
the report of the Auditor, that one very heavy drain upon the 
Territorial Treasury is the expenses of laying out Territorial 
Roads. Many.of these roads are merely sürveys, and may never 
be heard of again. Some may be opened and used, but I fear 
they are, many of them, more a matter of expense and specula- 
tion than anythmg else. As numerous similar applications will 
be made to you, I feel it my duty to refer to it for the purpose 
of securing caution in authorizing them. 

I herewith transmit the report of the Treasurer of the Territory. 
Some provision should be made to secure -a proper room and 
furniture for the use of the Treasurer’s office, to which your 
attention is called in his report. I very respectfully refer you 
to the subject. 

Anxious for the honor, the peace and welfare of our Territory, 
Thave taken the privilege of convening you in Extraordinary 
Session, believing my duty and the interest of the common weal 
demanded it. I trust to the future as a justification of my action. 
While I shall hold myself free to condemn what my judgment 
instructs me is wrong in others, I shal) not use an official position 
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for unwarrantable purposes. In looking over the broad face of 
this God-favored country, we see but too many indieations of an 
unsettled publie mind: and disordered public sentiment for the 
patriot, philosopher and statesman to let pass unobserved or un- 
heeded, and which leaves doubts of tha glorious and united future 
which alone can secure to the pages of history the gratifying recerd 
that our grand experiment of self-government was not 4 failure. 
The privilege to differ, is a part of the inheritance of our 
freedom ; but if to differ in the tenets of the church, is to destroy 
vital religion—and to differ in State, is to root out every patriotic 
throb of the heart and blot out all written law, then we have been 
been sent on an errand by our fathers—not of mercy to mankind, 
but of disappointment and destruction to ourselves.

AUDITOR'S REPORT. 


Acprror’s Orricr, Kansas TERRITORY, 
Lecomptox, Jan. 2, 1860. 


To the Honorable the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Kansas. 
GENTLEMEN : 

Tn compliance with the provisions of law governing 
this office, I have the honor herewith to submis my report of the 
financial condition of the Treasury Department of the Territory 
of Kansas for the last fiscal year ending December 31st, A. 
D. 1859. 

The law contemplates that the first Monday of December shall 
be the close of each fiscal year, but I have closed this report with 
the last day inthe calender, believing it to be the most appropriate, 
as the Legislative Assembly convenes about tlis time, and it will 
thus enable them to understand the condition of the Territorial 
Revenue at the commencement of each new yeer. Upon reference 
to Exner “A?” will be found a statement of the condition of 
the Revenue and amount of Expenditures of the Territory ending 
December 31st, 1859. Upon examination of this Exhibit will be 
found that the liabilities over and above all resources (reported) 
are $32,117.80 ; this amount, $32,117.80, woukl be consider- 
ably reduced if all the counties had reported the assessments for 


the year1858. The counties of Brown, Shawnee, Pottawattomie, 
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Riley and others have not reported to this office the amount of 
assessments for the year 1658, although taxes have been collected 
in those counties, and in some cases (Brown and Riley) have 
paid Revenues into the Treasury for 1858. You willalso bear in 
mind that owing to the failure of the last Legislature to provide 
for a Territorial Tax for 1859, no assessment is stated in Exhibit 
€ A” which would have properly came in this account, and would 
have shown the resources of the Territory over and above all 
liabilities some Twenty Thousand Dollars. 


P EXHIBIT B. 

Shows the account with the Treasurer of the Territory; the whole amount of 
Revenue paid into the Treasury during the year to be ($77,995.66—51 451.60 
—~26,544.06) Twcnty-siæ Paousand Five Hundred and Forty-four Dollars 
and Six Cents. e 

The amount of Warrants issued upon the Treasurer during the 
year is $62,409.25; deducting the amount of Revenue paid dwing 

the year from the amount of the Warrants issued (562,169. 25— 

26,544.06) leaves a balance of outstandmg and unpaid War- 

rants for the year 1852 to be $35,805.19. 


REGAPITULATION. 


— Tt will be seen from this Exhibit that the whole amount of 
Revenue paid into (he Treasury of the Territory from the organi- 
zation of the Territory to January ist, 1860 is (888,128. 14— 
51,451.60—32,276.54) Thirty-two Thousand Two Hundred 
and Seventy-six Dollars and Fifty-four Cents. The amount of 


Warrants issued upon the Treasury from the organization to date 
is $83,728.14. 


EXHIBIT D. 

The amount of Revenue due the Territory from sundry coun- 
ties on account of Taxes levied prior to the year 1859, will be 
seen, by reference to Exhibit ** D," to be Twenty-seven Thousand 
Two Hundred and Ninety-six Dollars and Sixty-seven Cents; 
this includes the amount of assessments made in the years 1856, 
1857, and a part of 1858. 

It is certainly very desirable that the fiscal affairs of the Terri- 
tory should be concisely and clearly stated by the Auditor, who is 
the chief accountant, so that your Honorable body could perfectly 
understand and provide all remedies and amendments to the 
Revenue law that might be necessary. 

The Exhibit shows many of the counties in arrears. It seems 
impossible to arrive at a proper understanding of the accounts b 
correspondence, and there are no funds placed at the disposal of 
of the Auditor to pay for printed arculars of instructions—to 
employ attorneys to bring suits against the delinquent collectors 
in behalf of the Territory, or to enable him to visit in person the 
several connties in ajrears, for it is only by some such means that 
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an equitable adjustment ean be made, particularly if counties 
persist in withholding their proper returns. No want of county 
organization can be alleged as an excuse for the failure of county 
officers to perform their duties prescribed by law, as every member 
of your Honorable body received a certificate of election from the 
County Doard of Canvassers. 

It would have been supposed that the damages to be’ charged 
to delinquent collectors would have been sufficient’ mducement to 
secure prompt payment on the part of collectors of Revenue, but 
up to this time they have failed to discharge their duties toward 
the Territory in such manner that the Auditor 1s unable to state 
the accounts with the counties as -clearly and fully as he would 
desire. Tn my report to the Legislative Assembly of 1859, I took 
el to say that no steps were being taken to collect these 

axes. 

The last Legislature (1858) fixing the rate of Territorial Tax, 
provided that no part of new Tax (1858) should be appropriated 
toward paying the old debts of the Territory (1856 and 1857 ); and, 
however unwarranted and unjust this provision may be regarded, 
common consistency would require provisions being made for the 
speedy collection of the old (1856 and 1857) Taxes. 

I believe the Legislature paid no attention to this recommen- 
dation ; and, with the exception of one-or two counties, there has 
not been any effort made to collect these Taxes, as you will per- 
ceive a part of the Taxes of 1858 are still due and unpaid. Many 
of the counties have not reported the assessment of 1858 at all, 
and the Auditor has no means of knowing what amount to charge 
them or what is still due ; thus, the counties of Brown and Riley, 
as before referred to, have paid in some Revenue of 1858, but 
are not yet charged with the amount due the. Territory, because 
of the failure of the County Clerk to send to this office the assess- 
ment returns. The county of Shawnee has not reported to this 
office any assessment for 1858 and 1859, yet Territorial Taxes 
have been collected in that county nearly a year ago. Potta- 
wattomie and Franklin Counties are about in the same condition. 
The policy of extending the time for the collection of Taxes in 
some counties, or in a manner relieving them from the responsi- 
bility imposed upon them by law, certainly tends to make them still 
more neglectful and regardless of their imperative duty ; and for 
this, and for other considerations, an inauguration of such a policy 
is deemed injudicious, unwise and unsatisfactory. The people of 
Kansas are willing to pay the just and necessary expenses of the 
Territorial Government when they are all taxed and required to 


pay equally alike. . 7 
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EXHIBIT E. 


Under this head is shown the actual indebtedntss of Kansas Territory on all 
accounts, including Warrnats outstanding, sundry accounls audited, for which 
no appropriations have been made, to be $60,431.17. 


It will be seen from this Exhibit that the Territorial debt has 


been increased during the year 1859 $36,727.09. Example: 
Territorial debt January 1st, 1859, $23,704.68 ; deducted from 
debt January Ist, 1860, which 1$$69;431. 17, leaves $36,727.09. 
This increase of debt can very readily be understood by an exam- 
ination of Exhibit “A,” showing that the Legislative expenses of 
1858 ; the Leavenworth Constitutional Convention expenses in 
1858 ; the expenses of the Board of Commissioners to investigate 
election frauds in 1857 and 1858, and sundry cther accounts of 
1858, have all been audited during the year 1859. «+ 


EXHIBIT F. 
Showing the amount of appropriations made by law for sundry objects for the 
year 1859, amounts paid in pursuance of the same, and balance wnexpended. 

You will see from an examination that I have not exceeded the 
appropriation in any one case. 

The expenses of the Legislative Assembly of 1859 exceeded 
the appropriation (which was $5,000.00) $5,800.02. I lave 
refused to audit the same until further legislation. The expense 
of the Wyandott Constitution will exceed the appropriation about 
$15,000.00 ; this will include sundry accounts, such as printing 
proclamations relative to vote on the Constitution, the election 
under the same for State officers, &c. These deficiencies can be 
supplied by such legislation as you in your assembled wisdom may 
think proper to enact. 


EXHIBIT C. 
Shows such appropriations made previous to the year of 1859, upon which a 
balance still remains unexpended, and amounts paid upon the same. 
EXHIBIT H. 
Shows the valuation of taxable property in each County, as reported to the Board 


of Equalization by the Clerks of the Boards of Supervisors for the year 1859 s. 


total amount, $8,110,680.45. 

Upon examination of this Exhibit it will be found that only 
eleven out of thirty counties have reported the assessment of 1859, 
The aggregate amount of taxable property in the nineteen coun- 
ties not yet reported, upon a comparative estimate, would amount 
to at least $6,500,000.00, making in all about $15,000,000.00: 
This is the only basis for taxation I can present, as the Exhibit 
shows, the Clerks of Boards of Supervisors have failed to report 
the abstract of assessments for their respective counties, as re- 
quired by law (see Statutes of 1858, Chap. 66, Sec. 35.) Neither 
can I report to you anything like a correct estimate of the proba- 
ble expenses of the Territorial Government for the ensuing year, 
as you are well aware this will much depend upon your legislation, 
and therefore cannot be foreseen or estimated by the Auditor. 
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EXHIBIT I. 

Sho ving swadry Accounts filed iz the Auditor's Office, against the Territory of 
Kansas, for which there are no appropriations. 

The claimants will give you all the information that you may 
desire in regard to these accounts. You will notice, in these 
accounts, the claim of Frank W. Roberts, for two large iron 
safes, furnished for the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s Offices’ These 
safes were delivered in Lecompton for $1,883.60. -They are 
regarded as the best and most reliable safes known in this coun- 
try. and arc admirably adapted for the purposes for which they 
were intended. It is needless, here, to say how much such safes 
were needed by the Fiscal Officers of the Territory; the loss and 
damage that might oecur to the Territory by fire, without these 
safes, would be more than the cost of a dozen such safes. They 
are very large, and will be amply sufficient for the Territorial or 
State Odiceis for many years. 

You will aise find, m this Exhibit, che accounts of the several 
Clerss of the United States District Courtes, for fce bills in crim- 
inal cases, where the costs were adjudged against the Territory of 
Kansas, as appears by the fee bills issued in such eases, accord- 
ing to the provisions of ** An Act concerning costs,” Art, 2d, in the 
Kansas Statutes of 1855, Said costs adjudged against the Terri- 
tory according to the provisions of sections 1 and 9, page 261 ; also 
sections 5, 8, and 9, page 202, and section 11, page 202 of the 
Statutes of 1855. Said fee bills were issued in accordance with 
the provisions of seeti a 29, page Zud, same Statutes, and were 
examined by the Judge and Prosecuting Attorney of said Court, 
according to provisions of section 21, page 204 of the same 
Statutes. Said original fee bills were filed 1n the Clerk’s Office 
of said Court, and copies thereof certified to the Auditor of 
Public Accounts for payment, according to the provisions of sec- 
‘tion 22, pages 204 aud 205, sanie Statutes.

The duties of the Auditor, in relation to the Claim Debt of Kan- 

sas, are specifically defined ui the eleventh section of ** An Act to. 

provide for the Adjustment and Payment of Claims, which pro- 
vides: “ It shall be the duty of the Auditor of the Teiritory, up- 
on che delivery, to him, of any Certificate of Award given by said 
Commissioners, to draw his Warrant on the Treasurer of the Terri- 
tory, in such sums as may be required for the amount therein named, 
in favor of the party to whom such Award has been made, or to 
his order, and deliver the same on demand.” In accordance 
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with that section, defining my duties, I have issued Warrants ` 
upon the Treasurer, the following being a copy:

No provision will be found in the ** Act Supplementary fo 
An Act, entitled ‘An Act to provide for the payment of Claims,?”? 
affecting, or repealing, the duties of the Auditor, as defined in 
sectron 11, chapter 2i, of ** An Act to provide for the Adjust- 
ment and Payment of Claims," The Supplementary Act pur- 
ports to be supplementary to w different act, (which never become a 
law,) and it is doubtfal if it can be eonstrued 1n connection with 
the Act for the Adjustment and Payment of Claims. But if it 
should be so construed, it does not change or alter the dutics of the 
Auditor. Bat, however, before issuing the Claim Warrants, I 
eonsulted Ifon. Wilson Shannon, one of the most eminent and 
distinguished jurists in the country, who gave me his written 
opinion at length, fully sustaining the issue of Warrants, in 
accordance with the eleventh section of the Act to provide for 
Adjustment and Payment of Claims. From his known ability 
andlong experience in Public affairs I felt no doubt as to the cor- 
vectuess of his eonstiuction of the law. I also have the opinion 
oi other able lawyers, sustaining the same view. I therefore 
accordingly“ issued the: Warrants in acebrdance with the law. 

The foregoing Exhibits are all that I deem necessary to give a 
full and explicit statement of :the financial condition of the Terri- 
tory. 

Before closing the Report, I beg leave to call your attention. 
to some facts in relation to the collection of the ‘+ Revenue.” 
Several of the Counties have taken the position that they (the 
County Board of Supervisors) have the power to remit the Ter- 
riturial Taxes, on account of illegal assessments, without sup- 
plying the defieit thus created. The County Domd of Johnson 
County have authorized the County Treasurer to withhold in his 
hands two hundred dollars of the Territorial Tax, to be refunded 
to persons having paid a double or erroneous tax. Lykins County 
relinyuished the Territorial Tax om account of irregular assess- 
ments. These Counties have not taken any steps to supply the 
deficit thus occasioned. Some Counties have returned a delin- 
quent list for the Territorial Tax. JI hnow of no law authorizing 
ihe County Boards,to remit Territorial Taxes, or allow a delin- 
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quent list to County Treasurers on settlement. The law con- 
templates that the whole amount of the Territorial Taxes shall 
“be paid, although it may create a deficit in the Town or County 
funds. There is no provision of law authorizing the Auditor to 
credit the Counties with delinquent Jists. The law (see Chap. 16, 
Sec. 8, Statutes 1859) provides that Territorial Warrantns, issued 


- after the first of December, 1857, shall be received, in payment 


of taxes, and further provides that only so much Territorial 
Taxes as shall have been actually collected shall be paid by Town 
Treasurers to County Treasurers, and by them to the Territorial 


~ Treasurer." This provision is in direct confliction with the 


spirit and letter of the general Tax Law. It is obviously a 
mistake ou the part of the last Legislature. They doubtless 
collected **only so much Territorial Warrants (instead of 
taxes) as shall have been actually collected, shall be paid by 
Town Treasurers to County Treasurers, and by them to the 
Territorial Treasurer,” for otherwise it will conflict with Sec. 
65, chapter 66, Statutes 1858, which, provides, that in every 
case the Township Treasurer shall pay .over the /u// amount of 
Territorial Tax, though it may oecesion a deficiency in the 
Township Taxes." Section T7, chapter 60, roues that ** the 
County Treasurer shall first retain the amount of Territorial 
Taxes, which shall have been collected and paid over to him be- 
fore paying out any money to the County or for other purposes. 
Section 81 provides that ** on the second Monday of February, 
in each year, the County Treasurer shall pay over the whole 
amount of Territorial taxes charged to their respective Coun- 
ties.” There is no relief provided for the Territory if the 
County Treasurers are allowed to return a Territorial delinquent 
list. Under the law, tho Cgunties are to assume all delinquen- 
cies, and provide for them. ection 109, chapter 66, Statutes 
1858, provides that **if, on acconnt of erroncous assessment, 
tax cannot be collected, the Board of Supervisors shall raise the 
said tax, or so much thereof as would have belonged to County 
and State (Territory) upon the proper Town or Ward." The 
Counties have other means of security—the purchase of tax title. 
Another provision of the law provides that Townships shall be 
responsible for the action of Township Officers ; County, likewise, 
responsible for tne actions of County Officers. Warrant hold- 
ers have frequently applied to me, during the last year, for relief 
in certain cases, viz:—loss of Warrants upon the Territorial 
Treasurer; also, for re-issues of Warrants in smaller sums. In 


regard to the loss of Warrants by fire or otherwise, I leave it to- 


your consideration, but to re-i$sue Warrants in smaller sums, by 
surrender of the original Warrant, would certainly be complica- 
ting and impracticable, as the law provides: The Auditor shall 


certify to the Treasurer whenever he issues a Warrant on the 
Treasurer, and also keep & record-of the same, name of the 
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payee, date, amount, and number. Application has frequently 
been made at this office, by persons who formed a part of the 
posse of the United States Marshal to suppress disturbances in 
the Southern part of Kansas. A Memorial to the General 
Government, by your Honorable Body, would doubtless secure 
full payment for their prompt and patriotic services, and also pay- 
ment for the supplies furnished by the citizens to the posse. 1 
would also call your attention tó thé claim for services of the 
“ Linn County Volunteers, commanded by the late Captain A. 
J. Weaver, in suppressing disturbances in Bourbon and Linn 
Counties. Hon. J. W. Denver, who had called this company into. 
active service, afterwards appiied at Washington, and used every 
means to secure payment from the General Government, but failed, 
and they have no hope but from allowance by the Territory: 
The lamented end of Capt. A. J. Weaver is well known to the 
country. He was a gallant soldier and a patriotic citizen, who 
fell, unhappily as it was, in the service of the Territory, defend- 
ing the law, and supporting the constituted authorities. He 
contributed all his time, his talents, and money, towards restoring” 
peace and security to the land, and in reference to this claim, I 
will take occasion to repeat my recommendation made to the last 
Legislature, who failed to make any provision in regard it. For 
the purpose of suppressing disturbances in Bourbon and Linn 
Counties, Governor J. W. Denver called into active service am 
organized company of Volunteers, commanded by Capt. A. J. 
Weaver, whose duty it was made to suppress disturbances, pre- 
vent marauding, maintain order, and support the constituted 
authorities 1n thé execution of the laws, the compensation of 
the said Volunteer Company, according to Gov. J. W. Denver’s. 
instructions, should be the same as allowed United States soldiers. 
for similar sérvicc. l aes 

When it was believed that peace and good order had been re- 
stored, (which was not the case, as he was again called into the 
field) the company was disbanded, and the Captain on behalf of 
said Company applied to this Office for the pay of their services. 
The Appropriation made for this purpose (see chapter 2nd, Sec. 
1 Statutes, 1858,) is insufficient, and 1 only issued Warrants 
(amounting to $1,431.6) cents, See. Exhibit No. 1,) for a part 
of their subsistance account. The whole debt will be about Ten 
Thousand Dollars, and as this Company has shown a public and 
self-sacrificing spirit, enduring privations, incurring private losses, 
for the purpose of preserving the peace, protecting the lives and 
property of peaceable Citizens of the Territory from the ravages 
of murderers, robbers and outlaws, it is due to them—it is due to 
the dignity and credit of the Territory, that liberal provisions 
should be made compensating them for their services. 

The law governing the Auditor’s Office, provides that the 
Auditor shall from time to time, issue such **forms?? and instruc- 
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‘tions, as may be needed by the different Officers transacting 


business for the Territory. Itis necessary to pass an appropria- 
tion, to enable the Auditor to perform such duties, for I have 
paid the expenses of this office, for several years, have reported 


the Bills for allowance, to each Legislature, but have notreceived 


any appropriation. 

My claim against the Territory, for services as Cominissioner 
to Audit claims 1857, Freight on Library, Express charges on 
Boxes of Books, sent by the Department of State; Contingent 
expenses, such as postage, stationery, fuel &c., including the 
incidental expenses, during last year, amounts to Seven Hundred 
Dollars. The law provides that (see Sec. 18, chapter 12, Stat- 
utes 1859,) All books, maps, stationery, furniture, fuel and 
other necessaries for the use of the Auditor’s Office, are to be 
furnished at the expense of the "Territory. I therefore respect- 
fully ask an appropriation for the same. 

The law provides thas the suditur sual have $600.00 in 
Warrants and fees for his services per annum. I would respect- 
fully recommend a change, the Auditor should receive a sufficient 
stipulated salary , (1,500.90,) and have no fees, this change 
would be satisfactory to all persons having business with the 
Office. It seems inconsistant with justice that a Legislature who 
allowed Clerks of their body siv and seven hundred dollars for 
forty day’s work, could beso illiberal as to have reduced the 
Auditor’s Salary, from fifteen hundred to eight hundred dollars, 
butsuch was the case. There is certainly much propriety for 
the increase of the Auditor’s salary. 

The duties of the Auditor’s Offise aro by no means insigniticant, 
but on the contrary, are increasing in importance, and are be- 
coming every year more laborious and intricate. During the 
past year, I have devoted my whole time and energies in the 
discharge of my Official duties, of a detailed statement is now 
before you, and you can judge if I have performed the duties 
faithfully and satisfactorily, and will leave the matter to your 
consideration and sense of justice. I woull however, say, that 
I have been necessitated to employ Clerss to assist me in the 
office, and have paid them out of my own pocket. 

Ia conclusion, [would beg leave to assure your Honorable Body 
that if the condition of the Revenue as stated in this Report, is 
not clearly understood, it would affurd me pleasure to give such 
‘additional information or explanations as may be desired. And 
T will cordially co-operate to carry out any course of policy, that 
may be deemed wise and expedieut to insure a just and frugal 
administration of the fiscal aifairs of the Territory. All of which

Tt is not possible for me to reply to the above resolution as re- 
quested, for the reason that the copies of my correspondence are 
not here, but presuming that the object of the resolution is to ob- 
tain a knowledge of the decision of the Department, and being 
willing at all times to furnish to either branch of the Legislative 
Assembly such information as is in my. power, pertaining to or in 
any way affecting the interest of the-Territory.~- I have the honor 
to submit the following statement, with. guch. extracts from the 


decision of the Comptroller, as I presume will ‘be satisfactory to 
the House : 

ug rienin upon the adjournment of the. Legislative Assem- 
bly, I forw. to the Hon. J. 8. Black, Attorney General of 
the United States, a copy of the resolution passed at Lecompton, 
relative to the adjournment, with the certificate attached, and & 
copy of the journal, certified to by the chief clerk of the House, 
showing that the aforesaid resolution passed the House by a vote 
of 21 to T, and asking for information to guide my action in the 

emises. On the 9th day of January, I forwarded to the Hon. 
W. Medill, Comptroller of the Treasury, a copy of the papers 
forwarded to the Hon. J. S. Black, Attorney General, and raised 
the further point as to the power of the Legislature to enact laws 
atany other place than the capital. 

The following extracts from a communication which I have- 
received from the Hon. W. Medill, Comptroller of the Territory, 
of the 24th of January, 1860, contains the information which I 
presume is- desired by the Legislature: 


TREASURY OFFICE, . 
CoMPTROLLER'S DEPARTMENT. 
Hovan S. Wars, Secretary of the Territory : 


`: Bra :— Your favor of the 9th, transmitting to this office a copy 
of a communication which you say you addressed:to the Hon. J. 
S. Black, Attorney General of the United States, requesting his- 
opinion upon the action of the Legislative Assembly of this Kan- 
sas Territory, in again removing the session to Lawrence, has: 
been received. È 

By the act to locate the seat of government of the Territory, is 
hereby located at the town of Lecompton, on the south bank of 
the Kansas river, opposite the mouth of Grasshopper Creek. An 
Act of the General Assembly of the Territory, was passed on the 
11th of February, approved by Gov. Medary, providing that the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Kansas, shall meet at 
the seat of government on the first Monday of January, in each 
year, to hold the regular session of such General Assembly as 
contemplated in the Organic Act. 

It appears, fromthe papers you inclose, that the Legislative- 
Assembly did convene, according to the foregoing Act, at Le- 
compton, on the second day of January, being the first Monday 
thereof, but that, on the fourth, a joint resolution, originating in 
the House of Representatives, passed both branches of the Legis- 
lature, reciting, in the preamble, that, at the seat of government, 
there is such a deficiency of suitable rooms, hotel accommoda- 
tions, and other conveniences, as seriously to interfere with the 
progress of legislative business, setting forth a guarantee, certified 
to be sufficient, from several individuals, that no expenses what-

ever shall acefüe:to the Territory by reason of a removal to tlie 
City of Lawrence, and, resolving, that we do adjourn at 12 
o'clock, M., on the 6th of January, 1860, to meet in the City of 
‘Lawrence on the Tth, at 12 o'clock, M., to hold the remainder of 
the session. It further appears that the Governor of-said ‘Ter 
ritory vetoed the above joint resolution, -And which, upon recon- 
sideration, was subsequently adopted, and passed both branches, 
notwithstanding the objections of the Governor; in the House, 
where it originated, by a vote of 21 to T: and, in the Council, 
by an affirmative vote of two-thirds of all the members elected to 
that body. The affirmative vote in the House, although two- 
thirds of & quorum and of the members present, did not, it seems, 
embrace two-thirds of all the members elected to and constituting 
that’ body. Upon the facts thus set forth, you ask the following 
questions : 

‘ First, Is the joint resolution a law, having been passed over 
the objections of the Governor by two-thirds of the members 
present, the same constituting a quorum, but not by a vote of 
two-thirds of the whole House of Representatives ?” 

* Second, Can the Territorial Legislature enact laws at any 
‘other place than the capital ?? i 


The Act organizing the Territory of Kansas provided that 
every -Bill that shall have passed the Council and House of Rep- 
resentatives of said Territory shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the Governor of the Territory. If he approves, he 
shall sign it; but if not, he shall return it, with his objections, 
to the house in which it originated, who shall enter the objections 
at large upon the Journal, and proceed to reconsider nt. If, 
after such reconsideration, two-thirds of that House shall agree 
to pass the Bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections of 


the Governor, to the other House, by, which it shall likewise be: 
reconsidered, and, if approved'by two-thirds of that House, it . 


shall become a law. But, in all ‘such cases, the-votes of both 
Houses shall be determined by yeae and nays, to be entered on 
ihe Journal of each House respectively. 

It will be observed that:this is copied from the Constitution of 
"the United States, substituting Governor for President. Its re- 
quirements are precisely similar to those, prescribed in that in- 
strument for the government of Congress in the passage of Bills. 
- A joint resolution, passed under the same formalities, has all the 
effect of a law. During the first session of the 34th Congress, 
an Act was passed to remove obstructions to navigation in the 
mouth of the Mississippi river, and was, on the 19th of May, 
1856, returned by the President, with his objections, to ‘the 
Senate, where it originated. On the 7th of July, 1856, the Act 
was again passed in the Senate, over the President's veto, by a 
vote of 31 yeas to 12 nays. The President pro fem. of the 
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Senate thereupon announced“ that more than two-thirds of the 
Senators present having voted for the Bill, the same has passed. 
This decision was appealed. from, on* the grotinds that the Gon- 
stitution requires a vote of two-thirds of the whole body. But, 
after an extended and most elaborate discussion, the Senate sus- 
tained the decision of the Chair by a vote of 34 yeas to 7 nays. 
The Bill subsequently passed the Honse of Representatives by 
the required majority, and became the law of the land. This 
decision of the Senate, acquiesced in by the House of Represen- 
tatives, and carried into: effect by the Executive Department of 
the Government, affords a sufficient solution, it seems to me, of 
the question now raised, under a precisely similar state of facts, 
by the Legislative Assembly of one of’ the Territories of the 
Union. Alldeubtas to the second-question, that of the power of the: 
Legislative Assembly of Kansas to sit for Legislative purposes at 
whatever place in the Territory they, by law, may determine, 
would seem to me precluded by the uniform practice of the place. 


From the foregoing extracts, it appears, as faras the Treasury 
Department 1s concerned, that my duties are plain; and, as the- 
object of the resolution was, as I am informed by the members, 
to obtain a knowledge of the decision of the Department and the 
instructions respecting the payment of the expenses of the session. 
at Lawrence, L have to inform the House of Representatives, 
through you, that I infer that the Department considers the pre- 
cedents set forth in this case, as sufficient authority to” pay all the- 
regular charges of legislation for the session of the Legislature, 
at whatever place held, which have not been previously contracted: 
for ;. but that-all extra expenses, iucident,to removal, must be 
provided for in some other manner, and that, as soon as the 
proper abstracts can be made out, I will be ready.to pay the 


members and- officers of the Legislative Assembly for the re- _

We are of opinion that the fee bill and exhibits shown us are 
made out in conformity to the statute in such cases made and 
provided, and that the services therein enumerated have been per- 
formed as stated, the same being certified in each case by the 
judge and prosecuting attorney. All of which, with the accom- 
panying exhibit, is herewith respectfully submitted.

WHEREAS, Almost at their very doors, and everywhere in full 
view, there is an adequate supply of excellent timber, but which 
the present policy forvids them, under severe penalties, to touch, 

“impelling them, in many instances from absolute necessity, to 
violations of laws, and subjecting them to its consequent penal- 
ties ; involving disputes with officials and engendering disrespect 
and hatred to the Gorernment, that suffers such a state of things 
to continue; and 

WHEREAS, The Indians would sell a portion of their timber, 
sufficient for the present pressing necessities of the people, had 
they the power to do so; therefore, 

Resolved, By the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Kansas, that the President and Congress of the 
United States are hereby most earnestly requested to secure, at 
an early day, the necessary changes in the relation between the 
Government and the Indians of Kansas, to enable the people to 
acquire legal possession of, at least, a portion of the timber now -- 
in posseseion of the Indians.

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The undėrsıgned, a minority of the Committee on Counties and 
County Lines, having had under consideration House Bill No. 41, 
«An Act changing the lines of Chase and Butler counties,” beg

It appears that the`change contemplated in this Bill, shatiges 
the west line of Breckenridge county for about half its length, 
thus leaving a notch in the place of territory taken out, which 
must prove a source of dissatisfaction and inconvenience to the 
people of that county. Also, that there is a Bill now pending, 
which pioposes to take three miles from the southern end of said 
county and attach to Madison. Now, this Legislature has. ‘just 
enacted that the question of the permanent location of the county 
seat shall be submitted to the people of Breckenridge county in 
November next ; and it can but materially change the result of 
said election to permit such mutilation of the county, thus throw- 
ing outa large number of the present legal voters. 

For these reasons, and a want of evidence that any consider- 
able number of the citizens of Breckenridge county desire the 
change, the representatives of that county, both in the House and 
Council, are opposed to the passage of the Bill, and I beg leave, 
therefore, to disagree with the majority of the Committee, and 
recommend the rejection of the Hill.

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VETO MESSAGE. 


Executive Orrice, K. T., 
February 20, 1860. 


To the Honorable, the House of Representatives à 


GENTLEMEN :—I have received the Bill entitled “An Act’ to Prohibit Sla- 
very in Kansas,” and not sgtisfied that it accomplishes what its title imparts » 
I return it, with reasons. 

This Bill appears to be more political than practical—more for the pur- 
pose of obtaining men’s opinions than for any benefit or injury it can be to 
any one. Iam the more fully convinced of this, from the articles which have 
appeared in the organs of the Republican party in this Territory, which, it 
is proper to presume, speak by authority of those they represent. Two of 
the papers before me, call upon you to pass this Bill, to see what I may 
say, and compel me to act in the premises. The Republican, of this place, is 
very emphatic, and the Champion, of Atchison City, edited by the Secretary 
of the Wyandott Constitutional Convention, “dares” you repeatedly to fail in 
sending this Bill to me to get my action upon it for political purposes. 


The Republican says: 
We want to test Governor Medary.” 


The Champion says : 

“If Medary will take the responsibility of vetoing it, pass it over his head, 
and then let them bring the subject before the courts, and have Judge Tane 
make another advance in his theories, respecting the Constitution. e 
shall see, then, what these Democrats, who howl about ‘as-good-free-state- 
men-as-you-are’ will do when called upon to act. And we shall see whether 
there is anything in their professions of ‘squatter sovereignty. ? 

“We repeat it, let the Republicans pass the BUF abolishing slavery at the 
very earliest day. Make it as simple as possible; put into it no outside 
propositions that they may excuse themselves on; simply abelish the thing, 
and bring these Democrats to the test. It isthe first, the most important, 
the all absorbing duty which devolves upon the Republicans in the Legisla- 
ture, and if they dare neglect it, if they dare let this opportunity pass by un- 
improved, the people of Kaia and the presses of the Territory, will hold 
each and every one of them to a strict accountability for his actien, ‘It were 
better that a mill-stone be hanged about his neck, and he be drowned in the 
midst of the sea,’ than that he ahould fail or refuse to pass an act which the 
whole people demand.” Í 


Always willing to accommodate political opponents, as well as friends, 
with my views on politics or any other subject, I accept the invitation with 
pleasure, and offer this as an apology for the extent I may go in satisfying so: 
generous a demand. 

I do not consider any man worthy of public position, or the name of states- 
man, who is not ready and willing, at all times, when asked, to express his 
views honestly, and without fear, on all that concerns the public welfare.. 
Opinions given, because they are opinions of somebody else, or to suit the 
public taste, for selfish and ambitious purposes ate not epinions deserving 
the dignity of the name. They are time-serving expressions, degrading to 
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their author, which tend to demoralize the public mind. They are the arts 
of the demagogue, not the arguments-of-the statesman. From all.such may 
` eur country be delivered. . 

To arrive at “first principles,” it is often necessary to go back to first his- 
tory. Light thus brought, from the pure fountains of patriotism, may illume — 
the darkness of the present hour. No doubt many persons of the present day 
are led to believe that the subject of negro slavery bas been brought into 
American party politics, for the first time, during the last few years. Such 
is not the fact. If not as dangerously, it has as intensely raged at certain 
periods before as now. It is no new thing for men seeking political positions 
to seize upon this topic to subserve their ambition. It is fruitful of that 
kind of excitement, which answers a desirable purpose on the eve of an elec- 
tion; and, most unfortunately for our country, we are not wanting in aspi- 
rants to public favor who are ready to seize uponit, reckless of consequences, 
as of truth and fair dealing. Like charity,,it,is made to cover a multitude 
of sins, and many a corrupt and ignorant man has raised himself into office 
by this intensified lever. There are lawyers who never fail to argue the 
weak point in their case. There are many -politicians: who are perfectly 
familiar and thoreugly posted on all abstruse questions of Constitutional law. 
Questions, which the wisest, the greatest and the most learned approach with 
diffidence and doubt, and whose conclusions are arrived at only after the 
most labored investigation, these men know all about. They knew it from 
their cradles—they sucked the “honey dew” of legal lore from their mother’s 
breasts. To the preacher without piety and the lawyer without briefs, the 
- question of negro slaveryin the United States is perfectly clear. Itis the 
manna which feeds them, and they have reason to be thankful for this their 
great blessing. To hear their displays, one might suppose that a new dis- 
pensation had just dawned upon the world, and that our fathers were not 
only heathens, but lost to all hope of Christian salvation: 


Is it from patriotism and piety? Is it from love of man and man’s salva- 
tion, that this babel has arisen? No, not a very large amount of either. 
It is political. Politics has got into the church, and the church into politics 
—and the acid and the alkali has effervesced. That is what is the matter. 
Steady hands, sound heads and warm hearts, and we shall all be right again. 
The truth of history will put us right as to the past and present, and the 
force of unyielding circumstances will put us right in the future. Fronrthese 
two causes, unpalatable as they may be to thousands, there is no escape. 
The doom of the unwilling is already paling in the distance. 

Let us look this whole question right in the face, like men and bretheren, 
and see what itis. The African was brought into the colonies long before 
self-government er popular sovereignty was thought of in this country, and 
hela, in what is termed slavery. Long before that, the Spaniards had made 
numerous, but unsuccessful attempts to reduce the native Indians to slavery. 
But of all races of men, the North American Indian is the most obstinate in 
his resolution against manual labor. The result is, that he has fled before 

‘the advance of civilization as though it were a pestilence, and his wild race 
must soon become extinct. When the command was given that man should. 
“eat his bread by the sweat of his brow,” the idle races were doomed, when- 
ever coming in contact with the working races. So it has been in alltime 
past—so it will be in all time to come—ignorance, fanaticism, babelism te 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
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But-the-black man, unlike the ted man, was found ‘patient of labor, and: 
suited to the climate of his new home. Ignorant,,debased, the slave of- petty 
tyrants in his native land, he was incapable of taking care of himeelf, and if 
left alone, his career would have been brief ; but-with a master to look to his 
wants and teach him the use of implements of civilization, he became useful 
and greatly benefitted by the change. Whatever-may be said of the inhuman~ 
ity of bringing him to our shoreg, his relative condition to the white man was- 

-Anevitable.- Hence commenced what is termed negro slavery in this country. 
It was not a condition brought about by one nation subjecting another to the- 
- condition of slavery, of equal birth, education and moral and social advance- 
ment with themselves—it had nothing of this whatever in its character or 
origin, so far as the people of the colonies were concerned. They were 
brought to our shores by the old England and New England Merchantmen, 
as a matter of commercial speculation—as the coolie trade is now carried on 
in the face of the enlightenment ofthe nineteenth century, and within the 
very echoes of the howling of abélition rage on both shores of the Atlantic. 
- But as there is no political capital to be made out of this by the abolitionists, 
to rend assunder these States, they sit as mute under these coolie speculations 
though transpiring before their eyes, as though they did not exist, showing 
: the hypocrisy of thtir morals and the baseness of their politics. 
Two things are worthy of remark here: First, Such was the extent to which 
the old and New England Merchants imported Africans into the Southern 
plantations, that the public mind was first aroused there in hostility to it, and 
.many of the steadiest opponents of what was then, as now, called the slave 
trade, were Southern planters ; and they never ceased their opposition until 
the trade was terminated. Second, It is the descendants of these very mer- 
-chant negro-traders and importers of old and New England, who are now 
rousing the sectional animosities of our people, and are ready to drench the 
¿ country in blood and human carnage, because of that relative condition of 
the African in our country, of which they are the authors and projectors, 

Their fathers in the beginning made their wealth:by stealing negroes from 
Africa, and importing them into the Southern plantations—their descendenta 

. stillimbued with the philanthropic enterprise, are now stealing them from 
these Southern plantations, and at sixty dollars a head, very nearly the ola 
price, and running them into Canada, with the offices of the country in re- 
serve for those who foot the billg, and give ‘brains and character to this 
second great negro enterprise. 


During the war of the Revolution, negro slavery pervaded the whole of the 
Colonies. General Washington carried with him'his negro servants where- 
eyer he went. Inthat era of patriotism and love òf freedom, there were no 
political abolitionists to entice away negroes from their masters. In that 
day the isms of the present hour had no existence—no free-loveism to demor- 
alize the white population, nor abolitionism to disturb the harmony of the re~ 
lations existing between ‘the white and:black races. The stars and stripes 
floated in proud triumph, from one extreme of the thirteen late revolting Col- 
.onies to the other, around which the brave hearts of our country rallied as 
one in soul, one in purpose. By this union of sound hearts and enlarged un- 
-derstandings, the revolt from the British crown was successful—and by the 
-same spirit of union, harmony and concession, the government known as the 

“United States” of America was established—a government, which, for its. 
sabberal principles, the freedom of man, ite generous ahd humane lawa, its.er- 
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“lightened march inthe race of nations, its power and its glory in the Mairs 
.of the world has no equal, no competitor, no rival in the -pages of ‘history. 
- ‘The great Ruler of all things, seemed to have furnished men and minds equal” 
to the occasion. Every obstacle was fairly and boldly: met, every difficulty. 
manfully surmounted. The States or Colonies, when freefrom British bond- 
. age, were each independent of the other—nations of themselves, unrestricted 
, and sovereign. Hence, in providing a general government for the whole, for 
wise and economical purposes—where all could -be represented ‘on an equal 
footing, as sovereign States and not as dependent’ Colonies, was the:work of 
great-caution, of hours and days of the most-solemn deliberation. The pulse 
of the embryo nation beat high and quick with‘alternate hopes and fears. The 
patriot just out of the heat and blood of battle, with a powerful and obstinate 
¢foe—the weather-beaten soldier, whose wounds were still bleeding, still un- 
y healed—lay restless, in their fitful dreams of the terrible but glorious past, 
to learn tidings of the labors of the.conyention of these States. The prophe- 
- eles of Kings, of Emperors, and their paid followers, that on this rock we 
+ were to be wrecked, rung in the ears of our statesmen and political philoso- 
, phers (for we had philosophers in those days) and prognostics of failure by 
the Tories in our midst, who hated“‘Washington and his rebels” as intensely 
- during the war of the 'Revolution, as some men profess to hate the Democrats 
- of the present day, and it is feared for the same reason, were met at every 
street corner and cross road. 


What made the scene.more trying, was that the Convention had not only 

. to agree among theniselves, but their labors had to be submitted to each State 
for its separate and individual sanction. The failure óf any considerable 
portion of them to sanction the work of the Convention,‘ would’ be a failure 
of the whole, and what we had gained by blood and treasure, would have 
been lost by disagreement—even a single State, of the smallest area, to have 
remained out of the Union, would have given vast trouble, and probably led 
to an attempt to force her into the’ Union ; thus commencing otr’career with 
oppression if successful, or civil war and ruinous ¢ormmotions, such as might 
have led to a despotic form of government, if unsuccessful. At ‘best a can- 
ker worm would have been planted in she heart:6f the Tree of Liberty, which 


sooner or later would have eaten it to decay, and prostrated it béfore the 
- storms of faction. 


But happily for us—happily for the world at large and the’hopes of man- 
kind everywhere, the prophecies of Despots without and the ,jeers of traitors 
within, the work of our-noble fathers was a complete success, and the ene- 
mies of free-government were completely at bay. Foiled ip their hopes, dìs- - 
concerted in their plans, crowns and imperial robes have covered uneasy oé- 

.cupants ever since, and the oppressed have taken fresh courage and are hour- 
ly demanding concessions from their oppressors. We preach by exaniple— 
we sùbdue by kindness‘and friendly relations—we convinee “by honest: pur- 

' poses and fair dealing, and-what was once an experiment is-now a matter of 
"blazoned success on the pages of history, bedecked in jewels and written in 
‘letters of gold. Monuments of marble and granite are being reared to the 
memories of the founders of our glory, and the richestfields of oratory sought, 

‘+o impress the hearts of our generation with the greatness of their deeds. 
-At last we have a Union of the States, underrene General Government, 

. The‘powers to be exercised were defined in a writter Constitution. All others 

«were ‘reserved tothe States and the people. Then came the: great contest, 
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to fix, as’arule of action, what those powers - were: Those who- 
had opposed the Revolution— whose hearts still clung to-the mother 
country ; and all those who doubted the capability of the people for 
self-government; who opposed the extension of suffrage to white men—for no 
one then thought of claiming such right for the Negro—rallied to the side of 
a strong government, and a most liberal construction. This party was led by 
men who had done good service in the Revolution—men of powerful intellects 
—and they collected followers from all classes and factions of those who de~ 


rided a more strict construction of the provisions of the Constitution, .and. 


freer thought and action. The strict constructionists embodied the living 
mass of the actors in and defenders of the separation from Great Britain. 
They cordially despised all despotic forms of Government, and, from recent 
causes, especially the King and Government of England. They opposed des~ 
potism both over the body and the mind, and were literally denounced as ir- 
religious by the then strong church party, which, n iturally enough, united 
with the strong government party. 

One party (the Democratic) dreaded the power of the Government; the 
other (the Federal) that of the people. 

The strong government, and the strong churchmen, placed at their head 
John Adams, of Massachusetts. Their opponents selected as their standard 
bearer, Thomas Jefferson, of Virginia. The issue was fairly joined ; and on 
the result hung the fate of a new world and the material and human progress 
of an extraordinary people. ~ 

Mr. Adams had succeeded General Washington, and, during the four years 
of his administration, the practical effect of the “general welfare” doctrine— 
an expression in the Constitution from which the most unlimited power was 
endeavored to be drawn—startled the revolutionary spirit, still fresh and 
vigorous, and Mr. Jefferson, the great champion of State Rights, of strict 
construction, and the rights of man, was elected and inaugurated on the fourth 
of March, 1801. The first great crisis, under the Constitution, was passed, 
and the Government took a new tack; and the great Democratic organiza- 
tion was thoroughly established and its principles well defined and imprinted 
on the ‘aws of the Nation. It was then, as now, thoroughly national—disre- 
garding all sectional issues as an invasion ofState Rights, and all intermed- 


dlings with what the Constitution had expressly reserved to the States them- 
selves and the people. 


Here originated that very agitation of which we are now in the last throes 
—the origin of the very Bill now before me, and the occasion of this very 
paper. The seeds then sown have grown to full maturity. The fruit is fully 
ripe, and the political reapers are in the field with sickles well sharpened, and. 
with much greater ardor than they ever labored to garner wheat from the sun-. 
burned soil of honest industry. 


In forming the Constitution, our ever to be venerated fathers saw and felt. 
the diffic Ities that surrour ded them on this very question of Negro Slavery.. 
While in the numerical aggregate the negro was counted in the column of” 
humanity—in all that concerned political rights they were excluded. While 
treated with delicacy and humane care, as of the human family, they were 
not recognized as a part of our political franchisement. They were clothed, 
and fed, and housed, and furnished medical aid ia times of sickness, and for: 
this they owed their protectors, for such, they were in reality, “service or 


lahor.” To this extent the Constitutien recognized them, and, no furthac.. 
= \ 
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Ali else was left to the action of the free and sovereign States to take care 
of and regulate in their own way. As Slavery then existed in all the States 
by positive law or by sufferance, even in the land of William Penn, no Tes 
striction or requirement whatever, was made in regard to their action on the. 
subject. Such States as chose to abolish it had a right to do go or not, as 
might suit them best. The restriction, under the Act of 1787, in regard to 
the Northwest Territory, remained as it was created, by the Congress of the 
Confederation ; yet Slavery existed, ın portions of that Territory, from the 
passage of that Act, until abolished by the organization of States over it; 
and, during the existence of the Territory of Indiana, after Ohio had been 
admitted into the Union, Territorial laws were passed regulating the condi- 
tion of master and slave, one, at least, of which was approved by General 
Wm. H. Harrison, (afterward elected President of the United States,) while 
Governor of said Territory. But the Constitution of the United States was 
silent on the subject of Slavery, and remains go to this day. 

Such was the state of things when Mr. Jefferson was inaugurated President. 
Mr. Jefferson was not only a Statesman of enlarged views, and deeply imbued 
-with what was then termed radical Democratic views, but a philosopher— 
deep read, and with a mind that looked far inte the future of his country. 
He had the vision of a Prophet, and guided the present to meet the events of 
the future. He won more in the Cabinet by his eye, surveying: destiny, than 
heroes won in the field. While he laid down the principles upon which was 
established the Democratic party of the Stater, he marked out a pathway. 

` over the unexplored and eternally snow-capped mountains of the then far, far 
West, for his countrymen to follow, and planted the flag of his Netien on the 
shores of the Pacific. It was a mighty thought, incomprehensible to thou~ 
sands who jeered at his wisdom and laughed scornfully at his followers, 
They saw nothing in all this but the “ extension of the slave power.” 

The purchase of the Territory of Louisiana by Mr. Jefferson was the great 
act of. his life, so far as the future of his country was concerned.. In his 
election he had defeated the New England “Federalists,” the party designa- 
tion given to John Adams and the strong government men, and, rankling with 
discomfiture, they seized the occasion of the Louisiana purchase to sound 
the tocsin of alarm, and raise political rebellion against his administration. 
And what go potent an instrument as the cry of “slavery extension”—the 
danger to the Northern States from the growth and power of thë Slave States. 


Yet the dreaded ‘slave power, which, we are told, has so long ruled this 
country, has actually become a minority of States as well as of voters. 
Freedom has had no check, no restraint, no curtailment of its authority, but 
made regular and onward progresa, and has spread from the western banks 
of the Mississippi to the shores of the Pacific. “The slave power” has 
neither checked its growth nor restricted its strength, but aided both. Free- 
dom is not confined to States nor localities, but wherever our flag is planted 
and our laws penetrate, there it abides. Freedom is not confined to abolition 
societies and anti-slavery organizations, but is co-existent with our country’s 
boundaries. So long as the guarantees of the Constitution are observed, the- 
States do not require a-balance of power of local institutions to protect.each. 
other’s interests. The idea of its necessity presupposes a wrong from a tọ- 
ordinate State—an attempted interference that has treason lurking ‘under its 
cover, and cannot be too severely denounced. Confusion and error must ever 


follow such a necessity. 
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' So bitter were the denunciations hurled against: Mr.Jefferson, so unmitigated. 
were the representations of his “wicked and infidel acts,” (for there were 
Christian politicians, also, in those days,) that some of the leading Federal- 
fats declared the Union dissolved by this “unconstitutional act,”—there being 
- “constitutional expounders” then, as now. But Mr. Jeflerson heeded not 
this Northern storm of indignation, which spent itself, finally, in the treason- 
able “Hartford Convention.” 


When Mr. Jefferson entered upon the duties of President, he found the 
mouth of the Mississippi blocked up by the occupancy of a’foreign power. 
The settlers along both banks of the Ohio had no market, at that day, except 
by floating down that stream into fhe Mississippi and to New Orleans, then 
a French town, and all the country west of the Mississippi in the possession 
of Europeans. Mr. Adams had been charged with being inimical to the 

. country west of the Alleghany Mountains from his bartering the trade of the 
Mississippi for the privilege of fishing for cod at Newfoundland. Mr. Jef- 
ferson, on the other hand, having always shown a lively interest in the West, 
entered at once on a treaty with France for all her possessions, extending 
from the Gulf of Mexico to the head waters of the Mississippi, and spread- 
ing west indefinitely, covering whatever land and water belonged to France. 
This was, by the laws of France, all slave Territory, and, by the treaty, 
slavery was secured to the people thus transferred to the Government of the 
United States. And this was the exciting cause of New England and Federal 

. opposition. Here opposition to any more slave Territory took its rise, and 
anti-slavery politics assumed shape and form. The New England pulpits 
rang the changes, and New England politicians reaped the benefits of Sabbath 
efectioneering. Negro Slavery, that was not fully expelled from the North 
by sale to the Southern planters, became all at once a great moral sin and an 
enormous political evil. Mr. Jefferson was ridiculed in doggerel, and the 

-“Dusky Sal” rhymes may yet be found on the dusty shelves of these politi- 
eal puritans. But the people had caught the spirit of their great President 
leader, and were not to,be prayed nor preached into the ranks of the Boston 
dynasty ; and Mr. Jefferson was re-elected president by what might be called 
acclamation—the cry of “slavery,” ‘‘slave-holder,” “slavery extensionist?” 
and “infidel,” to the contrary notwithstanding. Then, as now, every man 
who supported Jefferson was irreligious, and their leader an enemy of the 
Bible, according to these political saints in sack-cloth. 


But what a.change has come over the spirit of their dreams! What a re- 
volution has‘ been wrought in the minds of the descendants of these ancient 
opposers of the Democratic party, without any reformation in their hearts. -. 
False at first, in charging Mr. Jefferson with base designs in his purchase of 
the very Territory where we now are, the soil.on which Iam writing this his- 
tory, that great Statesman and far-seeing philosopher, is now put forward as 
the founder and foster-father of the present abolition raid upon society. This 
latter assault is more detrimental to his fair fame than the first, for, of all 
men, he was the very last to encourage, by word or deed, anything which 
was in the least tinged with fanaticism or treason, sectionalism or unfaith- 
fulness to the requirements of the Constitution and of law. He held dear to 
his heart every reserved right of the States and the people; and he in reality 
knew no obligation-binding upon one State which, | he did not hold binding 


apon all. 
But Mr. Jefferson, we are now told by these modern operators in political. 
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abdlitionism, was not a friend of the system‘ofNégro‘ Slavery. Admit it, 
and what has it to do with the subject? Neither were his friends necessa- 
rily such. Must I be an enemy to my country to be opposed to the same 
system? Must I be sectional in my feelings and politics because lam op~ 
¥ A ` Ps 

posed to Slavery? Must I carry on a war of ‘slander and misrepresentation 
against fifteen States of this Union, because I have different views upon that 
queation ? Must I oppose the extension and progress of my country and the- 
admission of new States into this already great and powerful Union, because’: 
I find Negro Slavery existing in them? If I cannot do these things, -then . 
Jefferson could not. If Jefferson could, then we can all do thesame. But Mr. 
Jefferson was a. statesman and nota penny-a-line politician ; he was a philoso- + 
pher and not a fanatic; he was a Democrat and not a “Black- Republican. » He, 
unquestionably, regretted that African Slavery had ever been introduced into 
this country; yet he held slaves himself te the day:of his death, and, in the 
spirit of that philanthropby for which he was so noted, he bequeathed them 
to his relatives to take care of when he could no ‘longer do it. He was anti- 
slavery in his reasoning, yet added a larger area of slave Territory to the 
country over which he so ably and successfully presided, than all the slave 
Territory in the limits of the Union at the time. He regretted the existence 
of Slavery, also, for he ‘was not ignorant of the uses bad men would make of 
it, to endanger the peace and permanency of the union of these States. It 
was felt by all the great Southern founders of our Republic, and Washington, 
truly the Father of his Country, raised his voice in prophetic warning.as he 
retired forever from the scenes of+public life. ° 


Mr. Jefferson purchased the Louisiana country not- because it was Slave 
Territory, but because it was necessary to the settlement of the then North 
and Southwest. He purchased it to open the way across the great unknown 
prairies and mountains to the shores of a new ocean. He mapped the desti- 
nies of his country as with the pencil of inspiration, “and we are this far on » 
the road, disputing whether we have the power, while in a Territorial condi- 
tion, to wipe out some of his blunders! 


This purchase of Territory from France, by Mr. Jefferson, of which Kansas - 
isa part, produced the first great anti-slavery crisis. It was the first bold 
showing of that sectionalism; which has become a part of some men’s political 
existence. But the successive triumphs of the Democratic party, under the - 
léad of Jefferson and Madison, disheartened the New England leaders and 
those who followed them,.and the question of Slavery was mainly sunk in 
those of a more national character and of higher political importance; until, 
like a dark storm cloud, it burst with sudden fury, again upon the country, . 
on the petition for admission into the Union, by our neighbor Missouri. The - 
dark embers which had slumbered in the breasts of the Northern Federalists 
for near twenty years, were ignited as with a torch, and the second storm : 
broke over the heads of the people, threatening to swallow up the Nation ane ‘ 
rend the Constitution, as though it were waste paper. Reckless of every tie ` 
which bound us together as one people, these mad fanatics rushed into the 
political arena with:clothes borrowed from every shade-of -political faction, + 
the better to play their part and deceive the public mind.:. Though now near- - 
ly thirty years since these.scenes transpired, they are fresh in the memories < 
ef thousands yet living. f 


Missouri presented her- Constitution witha slave clause in it. She hada * 
tigàtto do-it, yet.the whole fanatical North; opposed to the Democratic par~~ 
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ty, threatened the Union with ruin and disruption, if the new State of Mis- 
souri was permitted, though sovereign like the rest, to do as she pleased! 
Congress must place upon her restrictions. The Representatives of other 
sovereign States assumed the ridiculous and degrading attitude of refusing to 
a sovereign State the advantage of the very same privilege which they them- 
selves exercised, and which they had refused to yield up, when forming the 
Constitution under which the old and new States were guaranteed the same, 
and exactly equal powers and privileges. 

After a struggle which came very near sundering thé Union—that made 
patriots ponder in gloomy forebodings over the future--bringing from. Mr. 
Jefferson, who was still a lingering witness on the shores of eternity, that 
celebrated expression of the “fire bell at night,””—the State of Missouri was 
admitted ; but with a compromise that Slavery should not exist North of 
36 degrees and 30 minutes, in the Louisiana purchase. And this for another 
season drove the abolition forces once more into retirement, and peace again 
reigned over the union of the States ; not because of the satisfaction of the 
Northern opposition to the admission of new States, as the. Constitution de- 
clares, with all the rights and privileges of the old ones, but because the fac- 
tious anti-slavery fever had exhausted itself, and the people convinced that 
the leaders had pressed the question, as in Mr. Jefferson’s time, for sheer 
partizan and personal purposes. The eyes of their followers were opened to 
the fact that treason against the Union had‘more to do with the question 
than patriotism and love of the negro: 

Discomfited, overwhelmed with defeat, the leaders again retired, abandoned 
their destructive anti-slavery and factious organization, and Missouri has, 
for nearly thirty years, pursued the even tenor of her way, as one of the sov- 
ereign States of the Union. The second great crisis, growing out of this 
Louisiana purchase, had passed, and the country rocked, as with an earth- 
quake, settled down in calm repose on the negro question, pushing its destiny 
West, Northwest and Southwest with rapid strides. 

This compromise act of 1820 was the first exercise of Oongress over the 
subject of Slavery in the Territories, and was never wholly satisfactory to 
any great portion of the people. It was received by thousands as a com- 
promise of doubtful powers ; but as it only ran through a country wholly un- 
inhabited by civilization, it was acquiesced in. 

In the settlement of the country North of the State of Missouri, no question 
arose under it, as no one ever carried slaves there, and Iowa came into the 
Union without the agitation of the subject. 


To show how little this line of 36 degrees and 30 minutes was considered 
of binding force on the question of slavery, on the annexation of Texas the 
Northern abolitionists again rushed into the political arena, and the cry of 
“glavery extension” and the “slave power,” was again rung on every change, 
.and nothing prevented a purely sectional conflict, but from the fact of the 
Whig party, being national in its organization, and Mr. Clay being their can- 
didate for the Presidency. 

Texas laid South of 36 degrees and 30 minutes, and if the “great comprom- 
ise,” as it has since been called by its old enemies and new. friends, meant 
anything, it meant, if it did not say so, that Slavery should exist South of 
that line. The old abolition maps which were hung up in the Northern 
lecture rooms, were white North of Mason’s'and Dixon’s line, North of the 
Ohio river, North of the State of Missouri, and North of 36 degrees and 30 
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. minutes, while all the country South was painted black! Thus mingling the 
power of the States to do as they pleased with the subject of Slavery, with 
the power of Congress to regulate it where States did not exis 

Following the lead of Mr. Jefferson, in the purchase of Louisiana, a Demo- 
cratic administration acquired Florida, annexed Texas and added California, 
with all the intermediate country, to the United States ; and though most 

. glorious and noble has been their’ work, they have fought every inch of 
ground with a most pertinacous enemy, with the cry of “slave power”? and 
“glave extentionists,” “doughface” and all the other epithets recorded in the 
abolition votabulary. I confess the truth, we did all this ; it is the work of 
our own hands; we take glory for-the work, and after looking upon what we 
have done, we do not desire to give back one acre, one rood, no, not one inch ; 
and acquired by the treasure, the blood and the patriotism of all sections, it 
is not the part of Democrats now to join the enemy, and deprive any one of 
his full rights to its enjoyment. 

That would be a most extraordinary‘expression of the popular will, which 
is given by one-half the people, after the other half is driven out or prevented 
coming in. Injustice nor absurdities have anything to do with the. Demo- 
cratic creed or with constitutional government. 

After the acquisition of California and the contiguous Territory, Congress 
very clearly expressed the opinion of the nation, in the resolutions of 1850, 
as both parties adopted the substance of those resolutions, and no sectional« 
ism entered into the campaign of 752. To fix upon a basis of Congressional 
action in regard to the local institutions of new Territories, was the cause of 
some excitement and much perplexity ; but the resolutions of 750 fully con- 
ceded this right to the local authorities, and especially denied it to Congress: 
The storm soon blew over. 


But the third great anti-slavery agitatien was approaching, nevertheless. 
The Louisana purchase by Mr. Jefferson, was fruitful soil for Northern fan- 
aticism. The time had arrived when that portion of it lying West of 
Missouri, must be opened to the great tide of emigration constantly moving to- 
wards the setting sun. A Territorial government must be organized prepar- 
atory to civil society and a new State. The Northern abolition feeling had, 

` by a long experiente and repeated rebuffs in their political schemes, learned 
that they.could gain greater strength by collateral questions or issues, than 
by an open exposure of their desjgns ; hence they covered up their designs of 
open assault upon Slavery in the States, and brought their whole machinery 
of fanaticism to bear upon the Territories ; and from being physicians who 
' offered cures, became adepts in preventives. They visited the healthy and 
administered for anticipated diseases.. But our government being one of con- 
. stitutional limitations and practical results, it required more than wild theories 
and impracticable humanitarian ideas, to keep it on the right track and with- 
.in the range of its high object. It required statesmen to draft laws, and left 
the political fanatics to offer Provisos. The law was the substance, the pro- 
viso the coating—the children and silly people not being inquisitive about the 
. ingredients of a pill, provided it is coated with sugar. 
~ All saw the difficulty which would arise, and the Democrats stepped forth 
to meet the questisn on constitutional grounds ; the abolitionists to make po- 
litical. capital, as usual, and at the country’s expense. Being perhaps the 
last chance to them, of testing the power of fanaticism over the Northern 
~ public mind, and- the free States having grown in power and numbers, they 
i - ł 
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hit uponthe expediency of abolishing the Whig party, to clear their skirts.of ° 
a Southern connection, and:on its ruin establish a new and perfectly sectional ©. 
party, under the most reputable name they could find, not.in use as a party ° 
designation. The-term “Abolition” was odious and told-too many tales. 
The word “Democrat? was out of their reach and long since appropriated. . 
They seized upon that of “Republican,” as best suited.to. their purposes. 

After a struggle in Congress, remarkable for its pertinacity: on both sides, . 
the Democratic party succeeded in organizing Territorial governments for all. 
the country West of the Missouri river and of the State of Missouri, to the 
Rocky Mountains. In the act for organization, are these words: 


? A 

“That the Constitution and all the laws of the United States, which are not lo- 
cally inapplicable, shali haye thevame force and effect within the said Territory of 
Kansas, as elsewhere within the United States, except the eighth section of the Act- 
preparatory to the admission of Missouri into the Union, approved March 6th, 1820," 
which, being inconsistent with the principles of non-intervention by Congress with 
Slavery in the States and Territories, as recognised by the legislation of 1850, com- 
monly called the Compromise Measures, is.hereby declared inoperative and void; it 
being the true intent and meaning of this-Act, not to legislate Slavery into any Ter- 
ritory or State, nor to exclude it therefrom, but‘to leave the people thereof perfectly 
free to form and regulate their domestic institutions in: their own way, subject only 


to the Constitution of the United States.” 4 


Is there anything-in the language of this to startle one-half the Nation - 
from its propriety—break up a great and gallant party like that of the Whig ~ 
organization, and on its Northern wing form a new and sectional one? Can: 
an; one find in this quotation such star:ling doctrines that our staunch Union 
must rock to and fro with factions? Is it not simple and plain in language, ., 
and in accordance with the spirit of our institutions? It denies, utterly, the - 
power of Congress to-exercise jurisdiction over the local institutions of any `- 
organized government, or dictate what they shall be when asking admission 
on equal footing with all theother States.- It-is the true Jeffersonian inter- 
pretation of the Constitution, and utterly repadiates the strong government 
doctrines of the old John Adams school, -which found power for the exercise 
of every extravagant measure that might suit their fancy or their interest. 
This extract says nothing, does nothing, but leaves the matter just where the - 
Constitution leaves it: It grants no powér, because it repudiates the idea that. . 
Congress had any- power to-grant or to withhold. You claim, under this 
declaration in the Organic Act, the right to-prohibit Slavery in the Territory~ 
of Kansas. By so doing, you mistake both the-words: and the meaning, and 
misconceive the true spirit of the text. Whatever power you possess over the ` 
question of Slavery, you would have possessed in as eminent a degree with- 
out as with this clause in the Organic Act, which we use and observe every~ 
< day as our rule of action, not to find power to take away. from any citizen his . 
rights or his property, but to protect both. Every clause is full of this and 
nothing else. - It creates executive officers as administrators af the law ; it 
authorizes the election of a Legislature for-the purpose-of making laws; it 
‘establishes courts of justice to try al questions of controveray-between citi- 
zen and citizen; from breaches-of the-peace to the rights of property. Each 
department has its legitimate sphere of duty,-and-the Legislature can no . 
more adjudicate breaches of the peace or.the rights of: property, than the ~ 
Courts can enact laws. You have vast powers of legislation, Ladmit, greater ` 
in a Territory, generally, than in a State. Your restrictions are very few, .. 
and your general powers are enormous; it is one cause of anxiety, most fre- -. 
quently for a change to a State, that the wild and reckless legislation of 2. 
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Territory may be confined to the stricter rules of a State Constitution. “Ins 
this I sympathize with the people: ‘But why desire a State? Beéeause you- 
then actin‘a sovereign capacity ; the sovereignty is expressed in a Constitu-- 


‘tion; by that sovereignty you regulate apd regtrict the acts of your public’ 


servants. Sovereignty implies the restriction of power as well as its exercises: 
its right to act is inherent in itself ;'it knows no master and has no arbitér.- 
This is the condition of a State, as opposed to a Territory ; 3 one is created,- 
the other creatés itself.. ‘The Legislature of a State can only exercise the ` 
functions granted; the Legislature of a Territory exercises such powers as 
are not prohibited. It can abolish all legal relations between man and wife ; 
it can abolish all laws for the collection of debts ; it can abolish the Sabbath 
day, or prohibit the holding of Sunday-schools ; 3 it can repeal all laws in 
relation to confracts between man and man ; it can refuse to provide for the 
punishment ofa crime or protection of virtue ; ; and were it not for our courts 
of justice, which it cannot abolish, it might. "transfer one man’s farm to the ` 
occupancy of another, as wellas all other property, and nothing but its want 
of complete sovereignty checks its ability in the exercise of power.. That it 
lacks; and that renders the Bill before me mischievous, in engendering liti- 
gation, which is the very worst species of legislation that can inflict a peo- 
ple. Sovereignty does not reside in Legislatures ;`it resides in the people; _ 
and their sovereign acts must precede legislative bodies. And here, I pre- 
sume, is the rock on which you have split. If sovereignty resided in Legis- _ 
latures, then, indeed, no one weuld dare to dispute your sovereign acts. But 
inthis great essential you are deficient, and hence the embarrassment under 
which you labor in completing your round of “all legislation.” You can pass 
laws regulating the condition of master and slave,-or you can repeal such 
laws, or refuse to pass them, but you lack the sovereignty necessary to create 
a slave, or wrest himfromhisowner. That.is an exercise of power which 
clear, undisputed sovereignty alone can exercise ; and it must be done by the 
sovereign himself, in convention assembled.. In that capacity you adopted a 
clause in your Constitution, at Wyandott, declaring that Slavery should never 
exist in the State of Kansas. No one is silly enough to dispute that right; 
and had you declared it should exist in the State of Kansas, the right was 
equally clear, and none ever disputed it but, the old John Adams school of 
strong constructionists and illegitimate Republicanism, of royal and imperial 
dictation over the States, of intermeddling by constitutional constrictions, . 
and deranging the order of things generally. You might as well expect to 
preserve the lives and machinery of a railroad ‘train, at forty miles speed, by 
running it off the track, as to preserve the Union of these Sovereign States 
outside of the true construction of the Constitution. We found, in early times, 
New England threatening a dissolution of the Union because a true construc- 
tion had been put upon this instrument, and-to her own equal advantage.. 
How much more likely then will others be ‘to ‘do the same thing from false 
constructions, made to work them an injury. It is folly to make a question 
out of an inevitable consequence. 


But you say that the Act also repealed the’ “Compromise Act of 1820.” 


That compromise was a nullity when adopted: It was outside of Constitutional 
power when made. It was a compromise with’error, done to save the Union: 


for the time being, from the assaults of fanaticism. It admitted Missouri,- - l 


without restrictions on her sovereign rights, but placed the restrictions, if of ` 


- Xay, binding. force, upon others not-a party :to the compromise—those- who + 
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might grow up and become sovereign with restrictions (7) It never wassat- 
isfactory to a great portion of the people. It was virtually ignored by the 
resolutions of 1850, with Mr. Clay’s advocacy and advice—it was declared 
inoperative by the Kansas Nebraska Actof 4854, and totally washed out in 
the Dred Scott Decision of the Supreme Court of the United States. It was 
the declaration of the Kansas Nebraska Act, that the line of 36 degrees and 
and 30 minutes was “inoperative” that gave that Act its greatest import- 
ance. It corrected errorg of the past and opened up the future to the true 
doctrine of Congress in regard to the Territories. ; 

The ancient enemy of the Democracy was terribly shocked, or pretended to — 
de, at this act, and, to make an issue, they met at Philadelphia, in a conven- 
tion represented by one half the States, and fell back on the doctrine of 
power in the General Government. The members that composed the treason- 
able Hartford Convention could not have done worse in the way of royal as- 
sumptions, and Congressional specifics, to cure evils of which they seemed to 
know little, and, perhaps, cared less. They, 


s 


“RESOLVED, That the Constitution confers upon Congress sovereign power over the 
Territories of the United States for their government, and that in the exercise of 
this power, it is both the right and duty of Congress to prohibit in the Territories, 
those twin relics of barbarism—polyramy and slavery.” ` 


This Ha most extraordinary resolve, and if believed in by the political ma- 
jority in your House, I cannot see how, without stullification, you assumed 
the right to exercise this sovereign power in a Territory! But this is not for 
me to be the judge. It is to be hoped that no one believes in this resolution 
now, if they ever did. What sovereignty does Congress possess over Slavery 
or anything else, in the Territories or in the States? Congress possesses no 
sovereignty, exercises no sovereign power. Its powers are all delegated—all 
clearly written and defined. Congress is ‘much more a subject than a sover- 
eign. It was created by sovereign S:ates for specific purposes. Sovereignty 
in this country, is in the people, and is exercised by States or the people ef 
the States. It is a monstrous stretch, even of the “general welfare” doctrine, 
to claim that Congress is sovereign for any purpose. It has not one particle 
of the element of sovereignty in its organization, as extensive as its granted 
powers may be. It is neither sovereign “by the grace of God,” nor by the 
grace of the people. Even what may be called inherent powers are not Boy- 
ereign powers, but arise from necessity, and are restricted to that necegsity. 

Neither are TorriMbries sovercign, because sovercignty cau ouly existin the 
States and inthe people. And until the people of a Territory exercise the 
rights of sovereignty, in the only way possible, that of a co-equal State, the 
sovereignty is quiescent, inactive and powerless. l 

The Bill before me, therefore, loses its operative force, because it emanates 
from a body that has not the essentials necessary to carry it into effect. My 
approval would not add one feather to its weight, for I am as deficient in sov- 
ereignty, either in my own person or in my representative capacity, as your- 
selves. And not willing to place myself before the world with false assump- 
tions of power. I feel grateful for the opportunity given meta place my opin- 
ions upon paper, against my approval of this Bill. : 

It was the dispute about whether the general government possessed the 
attributes of sovereignty, that led to the original division of the people inte 
the Democratic and Federal parties. The Federal party saw plainly that 
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they stood in need of something more than the letter of the Constitution, to 
‘sustain their monarchial advances,-and hence they sought, very naturally, for 
sovereignty in the governnient, that they were weilding themselves, inktead 
of in the States and the people thereof. , They well knew, if they could locate 
sovereignty in the government, their political fortunes were made, and by its 
exercise they could push their dangerous theories to an unlimited extent. 
The British Constitution, if such it can be called, was their model; and they 
had the same contemptuous feeling for a pure, simple and impartial Demo- 
cratic construction of our system of government then, as their successors ex- 
hibit to-day. Guided by no rule hut-that of seeking after power, it was not 
unusual, then as now, for them to fly from’ the extreme doctrines of a consol- 
idated government, to the wild and heretical theories of the anarchist. While 
gathering head on their strong government doctrines they lose strength; but 
in rushing back into wild and impracticable theories, they carry off many 
Democrats inio their ranks, who, for the time being, persuade themselyes that 
their old political enemies have come to them, and their friends have de- 
serted them. . =n 

Failing to succeed in establishing sovereignty in Congress, they rush upor 
the still more extravagant idea of exercising itin the Legislatures of the Ter- 
ritories, before the people of the Territories have exercised it themselves. 
Always on extremes, never right, new party designations are continually 
sought, the better to hide the confusion of sentiment. New leaders are put 
up, and the latest arrival from the Democratic party into their heterogenous 
household, is considered the lost sheep over which to hold their pious orgies, 
and put at the head of their political church. 

Sovereignt s, then, being neither in Congress, where it was never put nor 
intended to be, nor in the Legislature of a Territory, where it has never been 
exercised by the constituents, is the reason why owners of slaves as well as 
owners of everything else, can go into Territories, and remain, or go out 
again without losing their right of ownership, as they would do by going 
into a State where sovereignty had been exercised, and any partieular spe- 
cies of property or ownership had been prohibited, 


A man crossing a State line into a Territory does not lose his sovereignty, 
unless he loses his sensts first, He is just as much a sovereign afterwards as 
before, but as he has not exercised, nor imprinted it upon the organization of 
his new home, it is in reserve, to be used in the mode preseribed by the Con- 
stitution of the Union, and the laws passed in accordance with that Constitu- 
- tion. If the people of a Territory possessed sovereignty outside of the Com- 
etitution of the Union, then Territories would indeed be as foreign powers to 
the States, could enter into alliances with other foreign powers, and establish 
independent governments for themselves, which could only be regained by 
conquest. ` 

Courts of justice do not sit to adjudicate sovereignty, but to protect it from 
encroachment by Legislative bodies, who not unfrequently attempt to seize 
upon it by enacting laws that sovereignty had reserved to itself in written 
Constitutions, Courts pronounce such enactments “unconstitutional,” and 
yoid for want of power,in the Legislative Department. Hence the declara- 
tion in the Organic Act “subject to the Constitution of the United States.” 
Thia declaration clearly defines that Congress contemplated no authoritative 
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grant to the Legislature, not subject to the Constitution of the United States.. 
Congress-may direct, regulate or define the powers of.the Constitution of-the 
United-States, so as to make them operative on a new Territory, but they:can 
add nothing to, nor take anything from those powers.;., Hence Congress has 
in various ways.established governments for Territories, by extending Exec- 
utive, Legislative or Judicial authority ever them, to subserve the purposes 
of, civil society and of government, antecedent to the exercise of sovereignty, 
in due form, by the inhabitants thereof. There is no dowbt that Congress has 
the right to judge of the form and manner of the exercise of such govern- 
ment, which may differ in many essentials, as we have geen in the past his-- 
tory of the country, and may see in the future, if our requisitions continue,- 
bat in all and every instance subject to the Constitution of the United States. 

There is a misapprehension of terms, in saying that the Constitution of the 
United States carries slavery.into Territories, or any kindsof property. The 
Constitution only protects property wher carried there, and-all contracts, obli- 
gations and agreements between man and man. It is.notarespector of per- 
sons or property, but operates with equal force upon all, and in the absence 
of the exercise of sovereignty-in such Territory, if is authoritative in the 
protection of all. A Constitution is protective, not creative. A: Territorial 
Legislature might refuse to pass laws to punish horsethieves, yet my horse is 
as much mine as before, and would stil be mine if stolen, and I would have - 
aright to sell him, if I could geta purchaser.. _ 

The Constitution of the United States extends over-all the persons and prop- 
erty of the country and far out into the sea. It:knows no distinctions and 
cannot know any. Sorghum,-quite a new thing in Kansas, and unknown to 
the country when the Constitution was adopted, is just as much property as 
Indian Corn. Itis most-remarkable that it never suggested itself to any one 
to pass a local law declaring Sorghum property, and securing it to the posses- 
sion of the holder, so as to make it theft to steal it: 

The whole question is simply this: In the States the people have exer- 
cised the sovereignty. that is in them, and expressed itin a Constitution. The 
States and the people of the States, in their separate and distinct organiza- 
tions, ereated a general government, to which they imparted yery extensive 
powers, as a protection for the whole, giving strength in time of war, and 
economy in time of peace; while Territories, neither being governed by a 
sovereign, nor having exercised the sovereignty which is in them, are very 
much like a boy between eighteen and twenty-one, years of age. He is mus- 
tered into the militia on the one hand like a man, and yet is under the control 
of a parent on the other. His time is employed in answering the commands 
of both, yet in no period of his life does he care less for-either., provided he 
ean have his own way, and he takes it very. often to the annoyance of both. . 
At twenty-one, he feels the responsibility of taking care of himself. 

Hundreds, and I may say thousands, for these and other reasons will not 
live under the restrictions pf a State Constitution, but will follow the Terri- 
tories as long as there are, any to follow. 

The Bill before me, which isin these words: . 7 


“Sec. 1. That Slavery or involuntary servitude, except for the punishment of 
crime; whereof the party shall have been duly, convicted, is and shall be forever pro- 
“‘pibited in this Territo 


“Spee This Act soll take-effect and-be inforce from and after its- passa gor”: 
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—would indicate that you are sensible:of the doubtful powers you were exer- 
cising, for you unite no penalty to its previsions. You merely enact into a 
law, the provisions in the Wyandott Constitution. It is merely declaratory.” 
You give no notice to the owner of the slavé—-you take ‘‘ snap judgment” op 
him; but are careful to impose no penalty if he should laugh at your sudden 
interference, and pursue the even tenor ef his way. The very delicacy with 
which you touch the subject, shows the doubts you hold as to the propriety 
of your act, and Jeads to the conclusion that it is largely mixed up with party 
politics. To meet all these phases of ,the subject, I hastily prepared this pa- 
per, so that it might be satisfactory-as*possible, and leave nothing in doubt 
as to my views, in returning the Bill. Brief as my time has been, and absent 
from any library or books for reference, I have been compelled to-rely upon 
memory for facts and’ dates, but dm pursuaded that they are, in the main, 


correct.
